“The total infantry force is 21,600 
men.

On the Spanish side the artillery re­ 
plied vigorously, maintaining for some 
time a stout resistance 
The fire from 
the warships, however, never slackened 
for an instant. It was regular and care­ 
fully directed aud a great majority of 
the shots proved effective. 
The Spani­ 
ards were forced to abandon their posi­ 
tions on the shore aud retreat to the 
town of Gaimanera proper. 
It is supposed that later they fled 
from that inaction also, with the inhab- 
i tauts. 
Information has reached here that the 
Spanish at Santiago and Oaimenera are 
preparing for a final desperate struggle, 
and are determined to resist the assaults 
of the Americans to the last extremity. 
The commander of the district issued 
orders Tuesday to burn Cimanera before 
yielding it into the hands of the ^n ori- 
oans. 
The latter forced the entrance of 
the bay of Guantanamo, and, according 
to the latest advices from Gaimanera, it 
w as feared that the Americans would 
make an effort to land forces there 
Wednesday afternoon. 
Measures 
to 
prevent this, if possible, were taken by 
the Spaniards. 
The American fleet was 
still maintaining its position. 
Cable communication 
with 
Cuba, 
which has been interrupted for many 
hours, was partially restored Wednes­ 
day afternoon, but it is still difficult aud 
precarious. 
The report of the bombard­ 
ment of Gaimanera came by cable. 
The bombardment destroyed a little 
house which sheltered the shore con­ 
nection of the French cable at Caiman- 
era. though whether by the explosion of 
bomb* from the water or by explosives 
used by a party sent for that purpose is 
not known. 
The cables uniting the 
main cable with the office at Caiman- 
era aud the town of Gaimanera with 
Santiago were cut, thus accounting for 
the prolonged absence of intelligence 
here as to operations in that vicinity.

Worked the Wrong Way . 
Mr. Dooley , a Mobile ship carpenter, 
relates an amusing incident comiected 
with the blockade of Mobile harbor dur­ 
ing the civ il war. Some ship carpenters 
had been put to work by the gov ern­ 
ment to manufacture floating mines and 
had taken a uumlx T of heav y pieces of 
square timlier and placed them in the 
form of a triangle, three pieces being 
used to eacih. At the end of each of the 
sticks—that is, on the three pt)iutir-wM 
placed a torpedo. A few day s after this 
the wind came out strong from the north, 
and the torpedoes were taken aud placed 
in position in the bay so that they 
W’ould be driv en by the wind against 
the United States gunboats. 
The plan was apparently to be suc­ 
cessful, the torpedoes being driv en rap­ 
idly in the diniction of the enemy ’s gun­ 
boats, and great damage might hav e re­ 
sulted to Uucle Sam’s ships had not the 
wind suddenly changed, and the torpe­ 
does were brought back and carried in 
a bunch to the bay opposite Frascati. 
Here the torpedo mines met in an eddy , 
and there was suddenly a great ex plo­ 
sion, followed by another, aud y et an­ 
other, completely tearing the rafts to 
pieces and producing at the same time 
a panic among the people resident on 
the shore, who went to Mobile cky and 
reported that the enemy was bombard- 
ink Frascati.

Novel Exp erim ent 
m to W hot Boy s 
OlrlB W ou ld Do W ith S5. 
A very interesting exp eriment with 
school children was recently made in 
Sp ringfield, Mass., by Dr. George E. 
Dawson. He p ersu aded 1,307 of them, 
nearly equ ally divided as to sex, to 
w rite an answer to the qu ery , “ If y ou 
had $6, all y ou r own, what wou ld y on 
do with U?” Nearly one-half of them 
(44 p er cent) answered that they wou ld 
dep osit the money in a bank , 13.8 p er 
cent wou ld bu y clothing, 2.2 p er cent 
wou ld bu y something to eat, 15.3 p er 
cent wonld bu y toy s and other means 
of amu sement, 2.1 p er cent wonld bny 
jewelry and finery , nine-tenths of 1 p er 
cent wonld bu y firearms, 1.7 p er cent 
wou ld sp end it for travel, 14 p er cent 
wonld sp end it for others and 6 p er cent 
wou ld bu y book s, eta 
The disp osition to save shown by so 
many of the children is attribu ted by 
Dr. Dawson largely to their su scep tibil­ 
ity to su ggestion. 
While the children 
do not realize the fu ll significance of 
saving, the idea has been engrafted u p ­ 
on their minds and is bou nd to have its 
influ ence. 
In noting the i^roentage of 
those who wonld bu y clothing it- shou ld 
be remembered, he say s, that many of 
the children were in u rgent need of 
something better to wear. Those who 
voted for something to eat were mostly 
u nde'* 7 y ears of age. In regard to trav­ 
el, the figu res show that as children 
grow older the desire to go ont into the 
world increases lap idly , reaching its 
height at abou t the beginning of adoles­ 
cence. 
The desire shown by the boy s for fire­ 
arms is an exp ression of the hu nting in­ 
stinct that awak ens when they are 10 
or 12 y ears of age. 
At that age boy s 
lik e to get hold of book s of hu nting and 
adventu re. The tendency to bu y book s 
iu creases steadily as the children grow 
older. 
This class nu mbers abou t twice 
as mau y girls as boy s. The class which 
manifests a feeling of altru ism also 
nu mbers more girls than boy s, showing 
that the greater generosity of women 
is strik ingly manifest even at an early 
age.—New York Post.

A very interesting experim ent w ith 
school children was recently made in 
Springfield, Mass., by Dr. George E. , 
Dawson. He persuaded 1,807 of them , ! 
nearly equally divided as to sex, to 
w rite an answ er to the query, “ If you 
had $5, all your own, w hat would you 
do w ith ’t?” 
N early one-half of them 
(44 per cent) answered th at they would 
deposit the money in a bank, 18.8 per 
cent would buy clothing, 2.2 per cent 
would buy som ething to eat, 15.3 per 
cent would buy toys and other means 
of am usem ent, 2.1 per cent would buy 
jew elry and finery, nine-tenths of I per 
cent would buy firearms, 1.7 per cent 
would spend it for travel, 14 per cent 
would spend it for others and 6 per cent 
would buy books, e ta 
The disposition to save shown by so 
m any of the children is attrib u ted by 
Dr. Dawson largely to their susceptibil­ 
ity to suggestion. 
W hile the children 
do not realize the full significance of 
saving, the idea has been engrafted u p ­ 
on their m inds and is bound to have its 
influence. 
In noting the percentage of 
those who would buy clothing it should 
be remembered, he says, th a t m any of 
the children were in urgent need of 
som ething better to wear. Those who 
voted for something to eat were m ostly 
under 7 years of age. In regard to trav ­ 
el, the figures show that as children 
grow older the desire to go out into the 
world increases lapidly, reaching its 
height at about the beginning of adoles­ 
cence. 
The desire shown by the boys for fire­ 
arm s is an expression of the hunting in­ 
stinct th at awakens when they are IO 
or 12 years of age. 
At th a t age boys 
like to get bold of books of hunting and 
adventure. 
The tendency to buy books 
increases steadily as the children grow 
older. 
This class num bers about twice 
as m any girls as boys. The class which 
m anifests a feeling of altruism also 
num bers more girls than boys, showing 
th at the greater generosity of women 
is strikingly m anifest even a t an early 
age.— New York Post.

“ Umbrellas, properly considered, are 
a part of the atmospheric or meteorolog­ 
ical condition, and as such there can be 
uo individual property right in them. 
In Sampson versus Thompson defendant 
was charged with standing on plaintiff’s 
frqnt steps during a storm and thereby 
soaking up a large quantity of rain to 
which plaintiff was entitled 
But the 
court held that the raiu was any man’s 
rain, no matter where it fell. It fol­ 
lows, therefore, that the umbrella is 
any man’s umbrella. In all ages rain 
and umbrellas have gone together, and 
there is no reason why they should be 
separated in law. 
An umbrella may, 
under certain circumstances—the chief 
of which is possession—take on the at­ 
tributes of personal property, just as if 
a man set a tub and catch a quantity 
of rainwater, that rainwater will be 
considered as his personal belonging 
while it is in bis tub. Bui if the suu 
evaporate the water and it is rained 
down again or ll the tub is upset aud 
the water spilled then the attribute of 
personal ownership 
instantly disap­ 
pears. So if a man bold his umbrella in 
his hand it may be considered a per­ 
sonal belonging, bnt the moment it 
leaves bis baud it returns to the great, 
general, indivisable, common stock of 
umbrellas, whither the law will not at­ 
tempt to pursue i t ”

The law as to um brellas w as settled 
once for all by Lord Coleridge iu a lead­ 
ing English case. H is lordship h eld : 
-U m brellas, properly considered, are 
a part of the atm ospheric or meteorolog­ 
ical condition, aud as such there can be 
no individual property right iu them. 
Iu Sampson versus Thompson defendant 
w as charged with standing on plain tiff’s 
frQDt steps during a storm and thereby 
soaking up a large quantity of rain to 
which plaintiff w as entitled. 
B ut the 
court held that the rain w as any m an’s 
rain, no m atter where it fell. 
It fo l­ 
lows, therefore, that the um brella is 
any m an’s umbrella. 
In all ages rain 
and um brellas have gone together, and 
there is no reason why they should be 
separated in law. 
An um brella may, 
under certain circumstances— the chief 
of which is possession— take on the at­ 
tributes of personal property, ju st as if 
a man set a tub and catch a quantity 
of rainwater, that rainw ater w ill be 
considered as his personal belonging 
while it is in his tub. 
But if the sun 
evaporate the water and it is rained 
down again or if the tub is upset and 
the w ater spilled then the attribute of 
personal ownership 
instantly disap­ 
pears. So if a man hold his um brella in 
his hand it may be considered a per­ 
sonal 
belonging, but the moment it 
leaves his hand it returns to the great, 
general, indivisable, common stock of 
um brellas, whither the law w ill not at­ 
tem pt to pursue it.” 
So far as we know there has never 
been a successful appeal from this de­ 
cision.— Chicago News.
